LIBRARY 

Report  of  Andrew  Keogh,  Librarian. 

To  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Yale  University  : 
Gentlemen  : 

1HAVE  the  honor  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  University 
Library  during  the  academic  year  1 922-1 923. 

ACCESSIONS 

The  number  of  titles  added  to  the  general  library  during  the 
year  was  56,447,  an  increase  of  16,712  over  last  year.  Of  the 
titles  added,  13,516  were  bought,  31,819  came  by  gift,  and 
11,112  by  exchange. 

PURCHASES 
As  the  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  books  was  prac- 
tically the  same  as  last  year  the  number  of  volumes  bought 
was  about  the  same.  The  monograph  volumes  increased  from 
7,637  to  8,161,  while  serial  volumes  decreased  from  6,390  to 

5>355: 

It  is  pleasant  to  report  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 

Treasurer  found  it  possible  to  pay  all  unpaid  library  bills,  so 

that  we  start  the  year  on  the  first  of  July,  1923,  free  from  debt; 

and  that  the  book  appropriation  for  1923-24  is  considerably 

increased. 

SERIALS 

The  amount  spent  for  serials  (magazines,  publications  of 
learned  societies,  reports,  yearbooks,  etc.)  during  the  year 
was  $10,825.  The  number  added  by  purchase  was  5,355,  by 
gift  17,774,  and  by  exchange  1,919,  making  a  total  of  25,048. 
These  figures  are  for  the  general  library  only,  and  do  not 
include  the  larger  number  of  serials  added  to  the  depart- 
mental libraries. 

The  notable  increase  in  the  number  of  serials  received  by 
gift  was  partly  due  to  certain  large  individual  donations.  It 
was  still  more  due  to  an  effort  to  complete  our  broken  files, 
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and  to  add  serials  of  importance  that  were  not  already  on  our 
shelves.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  Yale  Press,  which 
gives  us  a  large  number  of  its  scholarly  publications  for  ex- 
change purposes,  we  have  been  able  to  secure  many  foreign 
works  of  importance  that  we  were  not  able  to  pay  for  or  to 
secure  by  solicitation.  The  British  Museum,  for  example, 
sent  us  on  exchange  account  some  important  material 
hitherto  wanting  on  our  shelves,  and  the  Library  of  the  Vati- 
can entered  into  exchange  relations  with  us.  From  the  French 
universities  we  received  8,535  doctoral  theses,  and  we  sent  in 
return  the  doctoral  dissertations  of  Yale,  publications  of  the 
Yale  Press  or  of  the  Connecticut  Academy,  or  similar 
material. 

GIFTS 

During  the  year  the  library  has  received  many  important, 
unusual,  and  interesting  gifts.  Some  of  them  are  mentioned 
under  other  heads  in  this  Report  (e.g.,  Penniman  Library, 
Speck  Collection,  Yale  Memorabilia),  while  others  (like  the 
gift  of  Parker  manuscripts  to  the  Music  School)  are  reported 
by  the  Deans.  Official  acknowledgment  of  every  gift  has 
already  been  made  through  the  mails,  but  some  typical  gifts 
may  be  noted  here. 

x^mong  the  gifts  of  money  was  an  anonymous  one  of  $6,000 
to  the  Yale  Press,  by  which  the  library  has  received  25  or  <;o 
copies  each  of  nine  Press  publications  for  distribution  to  other 
libraries  on  exchange;  a  similar  gift  to  the  Press  of  $3,750  for 
the  purchase  of  Press  books  specially  desired  by  the  library 
for  exchange  purposes;  and  $200  from  Mr.  Russell  C.  Leffing- 
well,  1899,  towards  the  same  end.  Other  gifts  for  special  pur- 
poses include  $500  from  Dr.  Lee  deForest,  1896  S.,  to  build 
up  a  collection  of  books  on  radio  telegraphy  and  radio  tele- 
phony; $160  from  Mr.  Charles  H.  Hamill,  1890,  for  binding 
the  de  luxe  edition  of  Bode's  Rembrandt  that  he  had  given 
during  the  war,  when  good  leather  was  not  easily  obtainable; 
$50  from  Professor  Phelps,  1887,  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
annotated  page  proofs  of  the  royal  edition  of  Mark  Twain's 
works;  $50  from  Professor  Henry  W.  Farnam,  1874,  toward 
the  cost  of  repairing  the  portrait  of  Ernst  Curtius;  and  $50 
from  Dr.  Nicola  Mariani,  for  Italian  books.  To  the  general 
book  fund  Mr.  Otto  T.   Bannard,   1876,  gave  $1500;  Mr. 
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Leffingwell  gave  $1000;  Mr.  Payson  Merrill,  1865,  gave  $500, 
and  Mr.  Walter  I.  Badger,  1882,  gave  $100. 

During  the  year  some  of  the  younger  members  of  the 
Faculty,  moved  by  the  continued  reduction  in  the  appro- 
priation for  books,  formed  a  Faculty  Alumni  Committee  for 
the  Increase  of  Book  Funds.  The  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee were  Robert  Dudley  French,  1910,  Stanley  T.  Wil- 
liams, 191 1,  George  VanSantvoord,  1912,  Edward  S.  Noyes, 
1913,  Floyd  C.  Harwood,  1914,  Francis  Hyde  Bangs,  191 5, 
Arthur  B.  Darling,  191 6,  Alfred  R.  Bellinger,  191 7,  Alton  R. 
Hyatt,  191 8,  Nicholas  Moseley,  1919,  and  DeForest  Van- 
Slyck,  1920.  Several  hundred  dollars  were  received  by  the 
Committee  before  the  close  of  the  year  and  turned  over  to 
the  library  for  the  purchase  of  books.  The  gifts  are  acknowl- 
edged in  detail  in  the  Treasurer's  Report. 

The  family  of  the  late  Professor  John  P.  Peters,  1873,  gave 
his  library,  consisting  of  some  400  volumes  of  Orientalia  and 
some  800  on  Theology.  From  the  Estate  of  Miss  Martha 
Day  Porter  we  received  about  1,000  volumes  and  2,000 
pamphlets,  chiefly  philosophical  and  religious,  some  of  them 
being  of  special  Yale  interest ;  from  Mr.  Henry  W.  Blake, 
1886  S.,  150  volumes  from  the  library  of  his  father,  the 
late  Henry  T.  Blake,  1848,  including  many  New  Haven 
publications  of  local  interest ;  from  Mr.  Julian  S.  Mason, 
1898,  500  books  and  pamphlets,  recently  published;  from 
Mr.  Francis  Atwater,  50  copies  of  the  Atwater  Family ',  to  be 
used  as  exchanges;  from  Professor  Charles  J.  Tilden,  157 
copies  of  the  reports  of  conferences  on  highway  traffic  regula- 
tion and  economics  of  highway  transport,  also  for  exchange 
purposes;  from  Mr.  George  S.  Godard,  B.D.  1895,  State 
Librarian  of  Connecticut,  200  volumes  of  insurance  reports  of 
various  states;  from  Professor  Theodore  S.  Woolsey,  1872, 
five  volumes  of  the  diaries  and  a  manuscript  receipt  book  of 
William  Dunlap,  with  transcripts  of  other  Dunlap  diaries 
belonging  to  the  New  York  Historical  Society ;  from  Mr. 
Howard  Mansfield,  1871,  and  Mr.  Robert  Hartshorne,  1890, 
the  Grolier  Club's  Bibliography  of  William  Blake;  from  Mrs. 
Charles  Mather  Ffoulke,  the  Ffoulke  Collection  of  Tapes- 
tries; from  President  Lowell  of  Harvard,  the  Scheme  of 
exercises  at  the  public  commencement  of  Yale  College,  September 
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9,  1 8 1 8,  lacking  in  the  Yale  file;  from  Professor  Francis  G. 
Peabody,  Yale  Honorary  1887,  New  England's  First  Fruits, 
London,  1643 ;  from  Mr.  Frank  D.  McQuesten,  £#-1899  Law, 
the  De  Summo  Bono  of  Isidorus,  Bishop  of  Seville,  printed 
in  Paris  by  de  Marnef,  1493  ;  from  Mr.  J.  T.  Loree,  1909,  five 
printer's  proofs  of  designs  for  postal  stamps  issued  by  the 
Bolsheviks  in  Hungary,  bearing  the  signatures  of  the  artists. 

On  Browning's  birthday,  May  8,  Professor  Phelps  led  a 
procession  from  Berkeley  Oval  to  the  Old  Library,  where  he 
formally  presented  a  copy  of  the  rare  first  edition  of  Brown- 
ing's first  poem,  "Pauline."  The  volume  had  been  bought  by 
Professor  Phelps  at  a  cost  of  $1,000,  and  it  was  given  to  Yale 
by  undergraduates,  graduates,  and  townspeople,  many  of 
whom  took  part  in  the  procession.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to 
say  that  Professor  Phelps  himself  made  a  substantial  con- 
tribution towards  the  purchase  of  the  volume.  For  the  cere- 
mony the  library  staff  gathered  some  of  the  original  books 
given  by  the  founders  of  Yale,  and  placed  them  on  an  old 
table  inside  the  original  entrance-doors  of  the  Rev.  Samuel 
Russell's  home  at  Branford. 

On  Commencement  Day  President  Angell  announced  that 
Colonel  Edward  M.  House  had  promised  to  give  to  Yale  his 
personal  collection  of  political  papers  dealing  with  the  origins 
and  conduct  of  the  World  War  and  with  the  Peace  Confer- 
ence. Special  provision  will  be  made  for  the  housing  of  this 
important  collection  in  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library,  and 
it  is  planned  to  make  it  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  of  manu- 
script and  other  source  material  relating  to  American  foreign 
relations.  At  the  request  of  the  Library  Committee  the  Cor- 
poration appointed  Professor  Charles  Seymour  curator  of  the 
collection. 

BINDING 

The  general  library  spent  more  than  $7,000  on  binding 
during  the  year,  and  is  planning  to  spend  a  still  larger 
amount  next  year.  The  amount  spent  for  this  purpose  should 
not  be  less  than  $10,000  a  year  for  the  next  ten  years. 
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THE  CATALOGUE 

In  spite  of  the  reduction  of  four  thousand  dollars  in  library- 
salaries  and  the  call  on  the  staff  for  the  arrangement  of  the 
library  of  the  Sterling  Chemistry  Laboratory,  the  work  of 
cataloguing  has  made  much  progress.  The  number  of  mono- 
graphs catalogued  in  the  general  library  was  24,886  volumes 
requiring  70,338  cards;  the  serials  numbered  45,170  volumes 
on  30,699  cards.  The  School  of  Law  sent  1,983  cards;  and 
the  School  of  Forestry,  294  cards,  for  the  central  union  cata- 
logue ;  and  the  Sterling  Chemistry  Laboratory  is  cooperating 
to  the  same  end.  The  total  number  of  cards  added  to  the 
catalogues  was  103,314. 

The  Esmein  Collection  on  the  history  of  law,  which  had 
been  bought  in  1920  but  had  been  lying  unaccessioned  since 
its  acquisition,  was  among  the  books  classified  and  cata- 
logued during  the  year.  It  proved  to  be  a  very  valuable 
collection.  Four-fifths  of  it  was  kept  in  the  general  library, 
the  remainder  being  added  to  the  library  of  the  School  of 
Law. 

The  cataloguing  of  serials  included  the  combining  of  the 
Brown  Collection  (reported  upon  last  year)  with  similar 
material  already  on  our  shelves,  and  the  cataloguing  of  the 
whole,  both  old  and  new.  The  reports  and  pamphlets  handled 
in  this  way  numbered  26,060,  of  which  16,206  remain  on  our 
shelves  and  9,854  are  duplicates  available  for  exchange. 

THE  USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

REFERENCE  SERVICE 

Up  to  July  1,  1922,  Miss  Pratt  was  the  only  member  of  the 
staff  who  gave  full  time  to  helping  readers  who  sought  assist- 
ance at  the  reference  desk.  Members  of  the  cataloguing  staff 
had  served  at  that  desk  in  her  absence  and  at  times  of  pres- 
sure, but  the  increase  in  the  number  of  students  and  the 
greater  use  of  the  library  made  it  necessary  to  strengthen 
this  part  of  our  service.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Miss 
Emily  Hall  was  therefore  transferred  from  the  cataloguing 
department  and  appointed  Reference  Assistant,  and  the 
wisdom  of  the  step  is  proved  by  the  fact  that  the  entire  time 
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of  both  Miss  Pratt  and  Miss  Hall  was  needed  to  meet  the 
demands  made  upon  them. 

RESERVED   BOOKS 

There  was  also  during  the  year  an  unprecedented  demand 
for  books  reserved  for  general  class  use,  and  at  times  there 
were  not  enough  seats  in  the  reserve  book  room  to  accommo- 
date readers.  Three  new  reading  tables  were  provided  during 
the  year,  but  the  use  of  the  reserve  shelves  is  increasing 
steadily  and  cannot  be  met  properly  until  we  get  into  the  new 
library.  Provision  must  there  be  made  for  the  proper  develop- 
ment of  this  important  function  of  the  library,  a  provision 
which  should  include  more  service  and  many  more  books. 

The  number  of  volumes  reserved  during  the  year  was  4,745, 
and  the  number  of  issues  was  76,014.  These  figures  are  for  the 
general  library  only,  and  do  not  include  the  books  used  by 
teachers  in  the  summer  school,  or  the  books  reserved  in  the 
numerous  and  important  school  and  departmental  libraries. 

CIRCULATION 

The  number  of  books  drawn  for  use  outside  the  library 
increased  from  46,998  to  48,907.  Of  this  number  14,630  were 
taken  by  the  Faculty,  30,412  by  the  students,  and  3,549  by 
citizens  of  New  Haven.  During  the  year  we  lent  412  volumes 
to  75  other  libraries,  and  borrowed  227  volumes  ourselves. 

USE  OF  MANUSCRIPTS  AND   DISSERTATIONS 

During  the  year  rules  for  the  use  of  manuscripts  were 
formulated  by  the  Library  Committee  and  approved  by  the 
Department  of  History;  and  rules  for  the  use  of  doctors' 
dissertations  and  masters'  theses  were  made  by  the  Board 
of  Permanent  Officers  of  the  Graduate  School  and  approved 
by  the  Library  Committee. 

EXHIBITIONS 

At  the  celebration  of  the  centenary  of  the  Divinity  School 
the  library  arranged  three  exhibitions.  In  the  Trowbridge 
Reference  Library  it  displayed  books  published  by  the  pro- 
fessors and 'assistant  professors  of  the  Divinity  School  since 
its  foundation ;  in   the  Library  of  Religious   Education  it 
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showed  a  representative  selection  of  the  writings  of  graduates 
of  the  Divinity  School ;  and  in  the  Day  Missions  Library  it 
illustrated  the  lecture  on  the  English  Bible  by  Professor 
Wells  by  showing  the  King  James  ("Authorized")  version 
of  161 1,  as  well  as  original  editions  of  most  of  the  translations 
which  prepared  the  way  for  it. 

Late  in  October  an  exhibition  of  theatre  models  was  held 
in  the  Chittenden  Reading  Room  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Little  Theatre  Guild.  Professor  Crawford  and  Miss  Eva 
Purdy  were  present  to  explain  the  models. 

During  the  meetings  of  various  learned  societies  in  New 
Haven  at  the  Christmas  recess,  we  had  on  exhibition  a  number 
of  incunabula  and  other  first  editions  of  the  Greek  and  Latin 
classics ;  examples  of  the  work  of  the  best  classical  presses ; 
and  a  Tacitus  collection  illustrative  of  the  development  of  the 
text.  The  exhibition  was  arranged  by  Professor  Mendell  and 
Mr.  Bellinger  of  the  Classical  Department,  and  books  from 
their  personal  libraries,  and  from  the  libraries  of  Professors 
Reynolds,  Seymour,  and  Torrey,  were  among  those  shown. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  of  Benjamin  Franklin's 
arrival  in  Philadelphia  we  held  an  exhibition  of  Franklin 
memorabilia,  including  books  printed  at  Franklin's  press, 
books  given  by  Franklin  to  Yale,  and  manuscripts  by  and 
about  Franklin,  some  of  them  showing  his  relation  to  Yale. 

During  Commencement  week  an  exhibition  of  the  rare 
books  and  manuscripts  in  the  University  Library  was  held  in 
the  Chittenden  Reading  Room,  including  a  case  of  Goetheana 
arranged  by  Mr.  Speck. 

At  the  same  time,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Hutchins,  the 
one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Nathan  Hale's 
graduation  from  Yale  was  observed  by  holding  a  special 
exhibition  of  Hale  memorabilia.  In  addition  to  the  important 
material  in  the  Yale  Library,  the  Connecticut  Historical 
Society  lent  Hale's  army  diary,  the  Roll  of  his  Company,  his 
camp  basket,  and  thirty  letters  to  him.  Mr.  George  Dudley 
Seymour,  M.A.  Honorary  1913,  not  only  arranged  the 
exhibition,  but  lent  his  own  Hale  relics.  Four  hundred  and 
fifty  persons  visited  the  exhibition. 
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THE  LORING  W.  ANDREWS  MEMORIAE  LIBRARY 
This  collection  of  textbooks  has  grown  in  size  and  useful- 
ness during  the  year.  Many  books  were  added,  some  of  them 
purchased  from  the  income  of  the  endowment  fund,  and  others 
given  by  students.  Because  more  books  were  available  the 
number  lent  was  considerably  increased,  the  number  bor- 
rowed by  Freshmen  alone  increasing  from  789  last  year  to 
1,093  this  year.  The  complete  figures  may  be  of  interest.

SPECIAL  COLLECTIONS  IN  THE  GENERAL 
LIBRARY 

THE  PENNIMAN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  OF  EDUCATION 
The  story  of  the  Penniman  Library  for  the  year  is  chiefly 
one  of  steady  growth  along  lines  that  are  now  well  estab- 
lished. Several  hundred  volumes  came  as  gifts  from  Dr. 
Penniman,  who  also  paid  for  all  the  works  on  education 
recommended  by  the  library.  Three  incunabula  (St.  Vincent 
Ferrer's  De  fine  mundi\_\dfii~\\  Mancinellus's  Scribendi  oran- 
dique  modus  [Ulm  1499];  Lochmaier's  Parochiale  curatorum 
[[Nuremberg  1495]),  and  an  edition  of  Bishop  Giovanni 
Antonio  Campano's  Orationes  duae  [Utopia  15 19],  of  which 
the  printer  has  not  yet  been  identified,  were  added,  and  an 
unusual  collection  of  "  Annuari"  of  the  universities  of  Italy. 
These  yearbooks  were  noticed  by  Mr.  Stokes  during  a  sojourn 
in  Rome,  and  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  Dr.  Penniman, 
who  promptly  purchased  them.  The  collection  numbers  828 
volumes,  includes  practically  all  the  Italian  universities,  and 
covers  the  last  50  years.  It  is  an  excellent  index  to  the  state  of 
higher  education  in  that  country;  but  it  is  of  wider  value 
because  the  volumes  contain  many  inaugural  and  preliminary 
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discourses  by  the  professors,  and  many  biographical  and 
bibliographical  notices  of  members  of  the  faculties. 

Last  year's  report  mentioned  the  receipt  of  the  library  of 
Mr.  Charles  W.  Bardeen,  1869,  of  Syracuse.  During  the  year 
just  finished  this  collection  has  been  examined  and  roughly 
arranged,  largely  at  the  cost  of  Dr.  Penniman,  who  gave 
several  hundred  dollars  for  that  purpose.  Mr.  Bardeen's 
library  was  mainly  educational  in  character.  The  number  of 
bound  volumes  was  over  3,000,  and  the  number  of  unbound 
pieces  much  greater.  There  were  2,725  bound  monographs, 
educational  and  non-educational;  450  bound  volumes  and 
5,600  unbound  numbers  of  educational  periodicals ;  175  publi- 
cations of  educational  societies ;  6,950  school  and  college  cata- 
logues and  reports;  and  numerous  school  laws,  directories, 
courses,  examination  papers,  clippings,  and  similar  material. 

The  Bardeen  collection  has  so  many  thousands  of  pieces 
that  it  is  impossible  to  say  how  many  of  them  will  prove  to  be 
net  additions  to  our  files.  The  proportion  of  duplicates  will 
undoubtedly  vary  in  different  sections.  Almost  all  the  college 
catalogues  were  already  on  our  shelves,  but  of  the  2,400  state 
and  city  reports,  we  had  only  1,225,  and  of  522  bound  volumes 
of  serials,  only  25  per  cent  were  duplicates.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  early  pamphlet  material 
is  new  to  us,  and  it  is  precisely  this  rare  material  that  is 
sought  after  by  students  of  educational  history.  The  Bardeen 
collection  is  a  very  important  and  very  welcome  addition  to 
the  Penniman  Library. 

THE  SPECK  COLLECTION  OF  CLASSICAL  GERMAN 
LITERATURE 

Mr.  Speck's  report  as  Curator  is  here  printed  in  full : 
"While  the  year  1922-23  has  not  brought  us  any  large 
body  of  Goetheana,  it  has,  nevertheless,  added  to  our  collec- 
tion an  uncommonly  large  number  of  individual  rarities 
distributed  almost  equally  among  its  several  sections ;  books, 
manuscripts,  music,  illustrations,  etc.  It  is  with  a  sense  of 
special  satisfaction  that  the  Curator  points  to  an  ever-widen- 
ing interest  in  the  collection  as  indicated  by  the  increasing 
number  of  gifts,  both  of  money  and  of  books,  from  both 
Americans  and  Europeans.  Though  space  forbids  the  enu-

meration  of  all  the  donations,  a  few  must  receive  special 
mention  because  of  their  surpassing  value. 

"Singularly  gratifying  was  the  gift,  by  a  group  of  anony- 
mous friends,  of  $500  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  collec- 
tion, with  the  provision,  however,  that  a  portion  should  be 
used  for  the  alleviation  of  the  instant  needs  of  hard-pressed 
German  scholars.  This  latter  aim  was  achieved  in  several 
cases  through  the  purchase,  from  such  men,  of  books  and 
other  literary  materials  at  prices  based  on  pre-war  conditions. 
Since  this  method  of  rendering  assistance  is  so  peculiarly  free 
from  the  stigma  of  charity,  the  Curator  trusts  that  funds  for 
the  continuation  of  the  work  may  be  forthcoming  also  for 
the  current  year. 

"Generous  sums  of  money,  contributed  by  Mr.  Frederick 
D.  Grave  and  Mr.  D.  S.  Berger,  enabled  us  to  buy  of  Professor 
Fritz  Fleischer,  of  Weimar,  his  much  praised  and  much  as- 
sailed painting  entitled  'Mehr  Licht.'  Hanging  in  the  'Goethe 
House'  for  more  than  fifteen  years,  the  picture  was  inspected 
by  many  thousands  of  visitors.  Professor  Anton  Kippenberg, 
of  Leipzig,  presented  the  second  volume  of  his  valuable 
Jahrbuch  der  Satnmlung  Kippenberg  and  one  of  31  copies 
privately  issued  of  Stadelmann's  Gliick  und  Ende.  Professor 
William  Lyon  Phelps  presented  a  most  rare  bit  of  Goethe 
memorabilia  in  the  form  of  a  death-notice  of  the  poet  dated 
March  23,  1832,  signed  and  distributed  by  Ottilie  von  Goethe, 
his  daughter-in-law.  Professor  Chauncey  B.  Tinker  paid  for 
a  remarkably  interesting  copy  of  George  Soane's  edition  of 
Retzsch's  Outline  Drawings  to  Faust \  London,  1820.  This  is 
perhaps  the  rarest  of  all  the  English  Goethe  publications. 
Mr.  Leonard  L.  Mackall  sent  a  large  number  of  pamphlets, 
magazines,  and  newspaper  articles  concerning  the  founding 
and  growth  of  the  Goethe-Gesellschaft,  besides  a  number  of 
his  own  important  contributions  to  Goethe  study  and  much 
else  of  valuable  literary  material.  From  Mr.  Thomas  J.  Wise, 
who  has  already  made  several  most  valuable  contributions 
to  our  store  of  manuscript  material,  came  the  holograph  of 
the  opening  canto  of  the  'Nibelungen  Lied'  translated  by 
George  Borrow.  Borrow  first  made  a  literal  (rhythmic)  trans- 
lation and  then  turned  it  into  an  English  poem.  Both  versions 
are  included  in  Mr.  Wise's  gift. 
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"Other  gifts  of  books,  manuscripts,  etc.,  frequently  of  high 
interest,  were  made  by  Mrs.  Margarete  Bruck,  Mrs.  H. 
Eckstein,  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Lorenzen,  Professors  C.  F.  Tucker 
Brooke,  W.  A.  Cooper,  H.  W.  Church,  H.  A.  Farr,  Gustav 
Gruener,  J.  T.  Hatfield,  A.  E.  Richards,  and  Messrs.  J.  H. 
Rhys  Bowen,  Edward  L.  Glaser,  and  Frank  Weitenkampf. 

"From  among  the  many  purchases  of  rare  items  only  a  few 
may  be  mentioned  here.  The  first  edition  of  Wieland's  trans- 
lation of  Shakespeare's  plays  into  German,  eight  volumes, 
Zurich,  1762-67;  a  lithographic  facsimile,  issued  by  Goethe 
in  twelve  copies,  of  Byron's  dedication  to  him  of  Sardana- 
palus;  a  complete  set  (five  numbers)  of  Deneke's  Gbttinger 
Beitrdge  zur  Goethe-Philologie;  Solomon  Hirzel's  edition  of  Das 
Tagebuch,  and  the  Erste  bis  siebente  Nachricht  von  dem  Fort- 
gang  des  neuen  Bergbaues  zu  Ilmenau,  1785-1794,  are  all  items 
of  surpassing  rarity. 

"A  closer  study  of  the  Ehrhardt  Faust  Collection  has  shown 
it  to  be  of  even  greater  importance  than  the  Curator  had 
supposed.  A  surprisingly  large  number  of  privately  printed 
publications  and  ephemeral  leaflets  give  to  it  the  character  of 
what  German  scholars  describe  as  ' eine  literarische  Fund- 
grube.'" 

THE   NUMISMATIC   COLLECTION 

During  the  year  Yale  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Professor  Tracy  Peck  a  number  of  editions  of  the  Letters  of 
the  Younger  Pliny,  and  a  number  of  coins  in  fine  condition. 
On  June  20,  1919,  Professor  Peck  gave  us  65  silver  coins  of 
the  Roman  Republican  period  and  70  of  the  Imperial  period. 
On  July  15  of  the  same  year,  he  gave  3  brass  coins  and  16 
silver  denarii.  At  his  death  on  November  25,  1921,  he  be- 
queathed to  Yale  the  remainder  of  his  valuable  collection, 
consisting  of  66  silver  and  27  copper  or  brass  coins,  making  a 
total  gift  of  267  coins.  The  coins  are  being  identified  and 
labeled  by  Professor  Baur,  who  exhibited  and  reported  upon 
them  at  two  meetings  of  the  Classical  Club. 

YALE   MEMORABILIA 
During  the  year  475  volumes  and  858   pamphlets  were 
added  to  this  collection.  Stuart  W.  Jackson,   1898,  gave  a 
holograph  letter  of  President  Jeremiah  Day,  dated  Septem- 
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ber  25,  1834,  to  Andrew  Reed  and  James  Matheson,  Scots 
who  had  just  received  Yale's  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity.  Mr.  Edward  C.  Gale,  of  Troy,  gave  a  package  of 
papers  written  by  his  ancestor  Dr.  Benjamin  Gale  (Yale 
1733).  Mr.  Morgan  B.  Brainard,  1900,  gave  the  Common- 
place book  of  Eleazar  May  (Yale  1752),  and  the  expense 
account  of  his  son  John  May  (Yale  1777).  Colonel  Henry 
Howard,  of  Stone  House,  near  Kidderminster,  sent  from 
England  five  documents  bearing  the  signature  of  Elihu  Yale. 
They  are  all  business  papers,  dated  from  1682  to  1687  at  Fort 
St.  George,  Madras,  where  Yale  was  a  member  of  the  East 
India  Company's  Council. 

Following  the  precedent  of  last  year,  an  exhibition  was  held 
at  Commencement  of  the  writings  of  the  Yale  classes  holding 
their  twenty-fifth  and  fiftieth  reunions,  the  classes  this  year 
being  those  of  1873  and  1898.  The  exhibition  was  of  great 
interest  to  returning  members  of  these  classes,  and  gave  us 
an  opportunity  to  complete  the  collection  of  the  writings  of 
these  classes  for  the  Yale  memorabilia. 

SCHOOL  AND  DEPARTMENTAL  LIBRARIES 

The  Report  of  the  Librarian  of  the  School  of  Law  is  printed 
in  full  as  an  appendix  to  the  University  Librarian's  Report. 
Of  the  Departmental  Libraries  two  are  chosen  for  special  men- 
tion here. 

THE  STERLING  CHEMISTRY  LABORATORY 

The  libraries  formerly  housed  in  the  Kent  Chemical  Labora- 
tory and  the  Sheffield  Chemical  Laboratory  were  by  agree- 
ment consolidated  into  a  single  library  for  the  Sterling  Chem- 
istry Laboratory.  At  the  request  of  the  Department  of 
Chemistry  the  work  of  reorganization  was  undertaken  by  the 
Library  staff,  under  a  special  grant  for  the  purpose.  The 
older  books  were  sent  to  the  general  library,  unnecessary 
duplicates  were  disposed  of,  the  subscriptions  to  periodicals 
were  reconsidered,  the  unbound  sets  were  completed  and  sent 
to  the  binder,  the  books  retained  were  reclassified,  and  a  new 
catalogue  was  prepared.  The  library  had,  on  June  30,  3,114 
volumes  of  periodicals,  2,032  monographs,  and  4,000  pam- 
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phlets.  It  is  a  good  working  collection,  suitably  shelved,  and 
should  have  a  trained  assistant  to  care  for  it  hereafter. 

THE  ENGINEERING  READING  ROOM 

Professor  Warner,  Chairman  of  the  Engineering  Reading 
Room  Committee,  reports  that  the  books  in  the  Engineering 
Reading  Room  number  a  little  over  3,000,  most  of  them  peri- 
odicals. Of  the  107  periodicals  taken,  40  are  permanently 
bound.  The  room  has  been  supervised  by  a  member  of  the 
clerical  staff  of  the  Department  of  Electrical  Engineering, 
and  by  a  Junior  in  the  Scientific  School.  It  is  obvious  that 
for  the  proper  use  and  development  of  the  collection  a  pro- 
fessional librarian  should  be  appointed  to  care  for  it. 

During  the  year  a  third  edition  of  the  Finding  List  of 
Engineering  Serials  in  the  Libraries  of  New  Haven  was  pub- 
lished through  the  generosity  of  the  Engineers'  Club  of  the 
Sheffield  Scientific  School,  the  Yale  Engineering  Association, 
and  the  Trustees  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School.  The  first 
edition  of  this  list,  published  in  1910,  contained  165  titles; 
the  second  edition,  published  in  1914,  contained  216  titles; 
the  third  edition  contains  576  titles.  It  includes  engineering 
periodicals,  proceedings  of  technical  societies,  and  a  few 
publications  which,  though  not  devoted  exclusively  to 
engineering,  are  frequently  used  by  engineers.  It  is  supple- 
mented by  a  list  of  229  serial  statistical  reports  of  engineer- 
ing interest,  issued  by  governments,  states,  and  cities,  domes- 
tic and  foreign.  The  compilation  and  editing  was  done  by  Miss 
Marjorie  Wildes,  Miss  Grace  Fuller,  and  Miss  Amanda 
Brugger  of  the  University  Library;  Mr.  F.  T.  McNamara 
of  the  Graduate  School;  and  Miss  Helen  Salzmann  of  the 
Free  Public  Library.  The  chief  purpose  of  the  list  is  to  indi- 
cate the  whereabouts  of  engineering  serials  available  in  the 
city;  but  it  has  the  important  secondary  purpose  of  showing 
what  sets  are  incomplete  or  lacking  in  the  six  contributing 
libraries.

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ADMINISTRATION 

THE  LIBRARY   COMMITTEE 

Following  the  precedent  of  last  year,  the  Corporation 
honored  the  request  of  the  Committee  that  its  retiring  mem- 
bers be  reappointed  for  the  three  years  ending  June  30,  1926. 
The  Committee  believes  in  the  principle  of  adding  new  mem- 
bers to  take  the  place  of  those  who  have  served  a  full  term, 
but  wished  to  have  Dean  Angier  and  Professor  Underhill 
reappointed  because  they  have  been  so  much  interested  in 
making  the  program  for  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  that 
it  seemed  wise  to  continue  them  during  the  erection  of  the 
building. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  the  Corporation  also 
appointed  Professor  Charles  Seymour  as  an  additional  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  for  three  years,  during  the  period  of 
collecting  and  permanently  housing  the  collection  on  Ameri- 
can foreign  relations. 

THE  LIBRARY  STAFF 

It  is  with  sorrow  that  I  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr. 
Addison  VanName,  Librarian  from  1865  to  1905,  on  Sep- 
tember 29,  1922.  Born  on  November  15,  1835,  ne  graduated 
at  Yale  with  the  Class  of  1858,  took  his  master's  degree  in 
1 861,  taught  Hebrew  in  the  Theological  Department  for 
three  years,  and  in  July,  1865,  succeeded  Professor  Daniel 
Coit  Gilman  as  Librarian.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  lin- 
guistics, particularly  in  the  Oriental  tongues,  and  his  writ- 
ings include  articles  on  the  Arabic  and  the  Chinese  languages 
and  on  the  early  history  of  Japan.  He  built  up  the  Yale 
collection  of  texts  in  Chinese  and  Japanese  until  it  became 
one  of  the  best  in  America.  His  own  collection  of  books  on  the 
Orient  he  gave  to  Yale.  For  many  years  he  was  Librarian 
both  of  the  American  Oriental  Society  and  of  the  Connection  r 
Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  He  was  one  of  the  last  sur- 
vivors of  those  leaders  of  his  profession  who  attended  the 
conference  in  Philadelphia  in  1876,  which  resulted  in  the 
formation   of  the  American  Library  Association. 

Because  of  Mr.  VanName's  modesty  the  value  of  his  service 
to  Yale  is  not  generally  recognized.  His  courtesy,  his  indus- 
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try,  his  lack  of  bias,  his  catholicity  of  interest,  and  his  schol- 
arly ability  are  fairly  well  known ;  but  only  a  limited  and 
lessening  circle  understands  how  much  Yale  owes  to  these 
qualities. 

It  is  fitting  to  publish  here  the  minute  of  the  Yale  Corpora- 
tion at  its  meeting  on  November  21,  1904,  when  Mr.  Van- 
Name  asked  to  be  allowed  to  retire  at  the  end  of  the  following 
June: 

Mr.  Addison  VanName,  having  resigned  his  office  as  Librarian  of  the 
University,  and  being  no  longer  able  to  endure  the  labor  incident  to  the  full 
duties  of  the  position,  the  Corporation  accept  his  resignation,  yet  hope  he 
will  still  retain  some  duties  in  the  Library  which  no  one  else  on  the  ground 
can  so  well  fulfill  as  himself. 

In  relieving  Mr.  VanName  from  his  official  position,  the  Corporation 
desire  to  express  to  him  their  gratitude  for  the  unwearied  fidelity  and  eminent 
ability  with  which  he  has  served  the  University  in  this  office  for  so  many 
years. 

The  Corporation,  in  taking  this  action,  would  also  express  their  warm 
recognition  of  the  several  points  of  excellence  that  stand  out  in  Mr.  Van- 
Name  as  a  Librarian. 

The  unusual  range  of  his  interests,  comprehending  many  branches  of 
science  and  literature,  with  the  result  that  the  Library  under  his  care  has 
moved  forward  systematically  and  in  as  true  proportions  as  was  possible 
under  existing  conditions. 

His  remarkable  memory,  which  rarely  fails  him  in  recalling  the  important 
purchases  or  gifts  of  books  added  to  the  Library — thus  making  it  more 
available  for  use  to  students. 

His  rare  judgment  in  purchasing,  so  that  the  slender  income  of  past 
years  yielded  results  far  beyond  reasonable  expectations. 

His  uncommon  linguistic  attainments,  which  have  gone  so  far  to  provide 
the  means  and  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Library  as  the  chief  condition 
of  learning. 

His  unfailing  courtesy  and  patience  towards  both  the  patrons  and  the 
staff  of  the  Library,  which  have  been  constant  and  potent  factors  for  suc- 
cessful administration  of  the  department. 

The  Corporation  offer  to  Mr.  VanName  their  congratulations  on  the 
long  service  thus  administered,  and  their  cordial  wishes  for  his  continued 
health  in  the  years  to  come. 

Up  to  the  present  year  the  Linonian  and  Brothers  Library, 
the  reserved  shelves,  the  Chittenden  Reading  Room,  and 
the  Medical  Room  have  been  in  charge  of  student  monitors 
after  5  p.m.  This  year  the  Corporation  made  a  grant  for  a 
professionally  trained  assistant  to  take  charge  of  the  library 
in  the  evening,  and  to  this  new  office  Mr.  Jackson  Edmund 
Towne,  M.A.,  B.L.S.,  was  appointed.  In  addition  to  his 
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duties  as  Evening  Superintendent,  Mr.  Towne  has  given 
assistance  to  the  reference  and  cataloguing  staffs. 

Other  changes  in  the  staff  were  the  resignations  of  Miss 
Hinchey,  who  left  to  go  to  the  library  of  Randolph-Macon 
Woman's  College;  and  of  Miss  Lawrence,  who  became  libra- 
rian of  the  high  school  at  Scarsdale,  N.Y. ;  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Dorothy  McVickar,  B.A.,  as  assistant  cataloguer; 
and  of  Miss  C.  Marguerite  Hull,  as  Secretary  to  the  Assistant 
Librarian ;  the  transfer  of  Mrs.  Bailey  from  the  general 
library  to  the  library  of  the  School  of  Forestry ;  and  of  Mr. 
Barnum  from  the  Secretary's  Office  to  the  library  as  full- 
time  Curator  of  the  Yale  memorabilia. 

I  wish  to  record  my  hearty  appreciation  of  the  interest 
shown  by  the  Library  Committee  in  the  solution  of  our 
problems,  and  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  library  staff 
for  its  loyal  cooperation  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
library  under  grave  difficulties. 

THE  LIBRARY  BUILDING 

As  the  site  of  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  was  not  deter- 
mined during  the  year,  measures  had  to  be  taken  for  the 
relief  of  the  present  overcrowded  conditions.  The  provision 
for  readers  is  most  inadequate ;  the  restricted  work-space  for 
the  library  staff  continues  to  inconvenience  us.  The  conges- 
tion on  the  shelves  has  been  somewhat  relieved  in  recent 
years  by  the  storage  of  some  of  the  less  used  books  in  Osborn, 
in  Wright,  and  in  the  Divinity  School.  This  year,  however,  a 
more  radical  step  was  taken  when  the  Corporation  assigned 
to  the  library  two  floors  of  the  adjacent  Kent  Hall,  after  that 
building  had  been  vacated  by  the  Department  of  Chemistry. 
Stacks  to  accommodate  150,000  volumes  were  installed  in 
Kent,  and  some  large  groups  (such  as  Latin-Americana, 
Technology,  Government  Documents)  have  been  transferred. 
As  these  books  are  just  across  High  Street  from  the  library 
and  are  in  a  well-lighted  and  readily  accessible  place,  the 
drawbacks  to  this  division  of  the  library's  resources  are  not 
too  troublesome.  The  stacks  used  in  Kent  can  be  used  later 
in  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  or  in  some  school  or 
departmental  library. 
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The  space  gained  in  the  library  building  by  this  transfer 
to  Kent  has  made  possible  certain  adjustments  which  make 
for  ease  in  the  running  and  use  of  the  library,  but  congestion 
remains  one  of  our  chief  problems.

1HAVE  the  honor  to  present  herewith  my  annual  report 
as  Librarian  of  the  School  of  Law  and  Curator  of  the 
Wheeler  Collection  for  the  year  1922-23  : 

CATALOGUING  AND  CLASSIFICATION 

The  recataloguing  of  the  sections  of  the  Library  containing 
statutes,  court  reports,  and  city  charters  has  not  yet  been 
completed.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
smaller  sections  still  uncatalogued  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
namely,  history,  biography,  and  social  sciences.  An  effort  is 
made  to  carry  on  this  work  as  the  current  cataloguing  permits. 

ACCESSIONS 
A  notable  accession  should  be  recorded.  Mr.S.R.Betts,  1875, 
of  New  York,  has  given  to  the  Law  Library  his  father's  and 
his  own  complete  library  of  patent  law  and  patent  litigation. 
The  collection  includes  the  records  and  briefs  in  some  of  the 
celebrated  patent  cases  of  the  United  States.  The  collection, 
containing  1,048  volumes,  is  a  notable  addition  to  patent 
literature.  Lack  of  space  prevents  us  from  properly  housing 
the  collection  at  this  time.  This  must  await  the  provision  of 
larger  quarters  for  the  Library. 

While  there  have  been  no  other  noteworthy  single  acces- 
sions during  the  year,  with  the  possible  exception  of  the 
digests  of  the  state  reports,  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
continuous  effort  to  fill  out  the  classifications  already  in  the 
Library,  notably  the  section  of  periodicals.  W7e  have  also 
sought  to  fill  out  our  collection  of  English  and  American 
treatises.  The  limited  size  of  our  appropriation  makes  it 
necessary  to  exercise  caution  in  the  purchase  of  foreign 
treatises.  The  same  reason  operates  to  deter  us  from  purchas- 
ing the  statute  law  of  foreign  countries.  We  are,  however, 
making  an  effort  to  keep  up  the  court  decisions  of  the  prin- 
cipal countries  of  the  world,  and  the  important  treatises. 
Mention  should  be  made  of  the  accession  this  year  of  the 
complete  sets  of  //  Foro  Italiano  and  Giurisprudenza  Italiana. 
We  still  require  much  material  in  the  field  of  legal  history, 
comparative  law,  Roman  law,  and  international  law. 
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The  lack  of  space  is  becoming  an  ever  increasing  problem. 
All  kinds  of  devices  are  being  employed  to  find  space  for  the 
new  books  as  they  come  in.  The  current  continuations  of  our 
law  reports  and  state  statutes  bring  us  from  a  thousand  to 
fifteen  hundred  volumes  a  year,  and  as  the  space  assigned  to 
this  material  must  be  accessible  and  yet  is  limited,  the  diffi- 
culties of  administration  are  not  inconsiderable.  Our  Library 
now  contains  over  70,000  volumes,  whereas  the  space 
allowed  for  books  when  the  building  was  built  probably  was 
not  designed  to  accommodate  more  than  two-thirds  of  this 
number.  The  Library  has  trespassed  upon  classrooms  and 
other  spaces  not  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  books. 
The  needs  of  the  Library  are  not  the  least  of  those  making 
imperative  a  larger  building  for  the  Law  School. 

STATISTICS 

During  the  year  there  have  been  added  to  the  library  4,300 
volumes,  of  which  1,424  have  been  gifts.  The  growth  of  the 
library  during  the  last  ten  years  is  indicated  by  the  following 
table :

The  new  accessions,  together  with  their  respective  expendi- 
tures, may  be  divided  as  follows :  from  the  General,  English, 
and  1896  funds,  2,234  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $7,035.93;  from 
the  Wheeler  Fund,  642  volumes  at  a  cost  of  $892.90;  sub- 
scriptions to  periodicals,  $662.82;  binding,  $1,497.80;  office 
equipment,  supplies,  etc.,  $66^.22,  making  a  total  expendi- 
ture for  the  year  of  $10,753.78,  including  the  Wheeler  Fund  of 
$892.90.

THE    JAPANESE    BOOKS    AT 

YALE   UNIVERSITY 

LIBRARY 

Prof.  K.  Asakawa,  Yale  University 


The  Japanese  collection  at  Yale  Uni- 
versity Library  comprises  today  15,107 
works,  valued  approximately  at  eight 
thousand   dollars. 

This  number  includes  some  material 
for  the  study  of  the  present  condition 
of  Japan,  but  the  greater  part  of  the 
collection  has  been  made  with  a  view 
to  creating  in  America  a  library  which 
^liall  be  adequate  for  special  investiga- 
tions of  the  historic  culture  of  the  Jap- 
anese nation.  The  present  state  of 
things  in  a  country  is  shifting,  and  is 
best  studied  at  home,  but  the  culture  of 
a  historic  nation  forms  a  subject  of 
permanent  interest,  and  materials  for 
its  study  may  be  examined  with  profit 
away  from  the  land  of  their  origin.  As 
a  matter  ot'  tact  distance  offers  to  the 
investigator  some  advantages  which 
compensate  for  its  obvious  inconveni- 
ences: he  can  be  more  free  from  the 
influence  ot'  ideas  that  rule  among 
scholars  at   home,  and  can  better  com- 


mand  resources  for  comparison  with 
other   cultures. 

All  phases  of  the  historic  culture  of 
Japan  are  represented  in  the  collection: 
economics,  history,  institutions,  philos- 
ophy, religion,  art.  Of  religion,  works 
on  those  phases  of  Buddhism  that  have 
seen  special  growth  in  Japan  have  heen 
gathered  with  particular  care. 

In  religion,  as  also  in  other  suhjects, 
the  study  of  Japanese  culture  would 
often  lead  one  to  Indian  and  Chinese- 
civilizations,  from  which  some  of  its 
elements  have  been  derived.  This  need 
of  studying  the  Asiatic  sources  of 
Japanese  culture  is  met  at  Yale  Univer- 
sity Library  by  its  separate  collections 
of  these  sources,  some  of  which  are 
placed  in  the  same  room  with  the  Jap- 
enese  collection. 

The  Japanese  collection  includes 
many  works  in  manuscript.  Some  of 
these  have  been  secured  through  pur- 
chase or  gift,  but  the  majority  have 
been  transcribed  specially  for  Yale 
University  at  sixteen  different  monas- 
teries, libraries,  government  offices,  and 
other  institutions  in  Japan.  It  is  need- 
less to  say  that  these  manuscripts  com- 
prise valuable  original  sources  which 
have  not  been  and  are  not  likely  soon 
to   be    published. 


The  core  of  this  distinguished  collec- 
tion of  Japanese  books  at  Yale  was 
the  little  set  that  Mr.  Addison  Van 
Name,  the  late  Librarian  Emeritus, 
made  many  years  ago.  To  this,  large 
additions  were  made  in  1907,  and  since 
that  time  the  general  collection  has 
gradually  grown,  until  today,  it  prob- 
ably outclasses  all  other  similar  collec- 
tions that  exist  out  of  Japan.  And  the 
Yale  collection  continues  to  grow.  It 
should  be  stated  that  its  successful  de- 
velopment has  in  a  large  measure  been 
due  to  the  Japanese  Government  and 
the  many  friends  and  benefactors  in 
that  country,  who  have  most  gener- 
ously contributed  to  the  collection 
through  gifts  and  other  helpful  means. 
These  public-spirited  persons  and  insti- 
tutions have  rendered  in  this  way  im- 
portant service  to  the  cause  of  human 
understanding. 

It  cannot  be  emphasized  too  strongly 
that  the  Japanese  collection  at  Yale  is 
not  intended  to  serve  any  special,  un- 
scholastic  interest,  and  that  it  may  not 
be  utilized  for  such  purpose.  There 
should  be  at  least  one  library  collection 
of  Japanese  material  in  the  United 
States  which  should  be  worthy  of  both 
countries,  and  be  adequate  for  the  use 
of    the    serious    investigator;    and    the 


Yale  collection  lias  been  built  with 
patience  and  care  with  a  view  to  laying 
a  solid  foundation  for  such  a  library. 

The  use  of  the  Yale  collection  by 
any  properly  qualified  person  is  wel- 
come. Any  student  who  wishes  to 
draw  hooks  from  the  collection  may  at 
any  time  give  the  Librarian,  of  his  Col- 
lege or  University  a  list  of  the  books 
he  desires,  and  ask  him  to  apply  to  the 
Librarian  of  Yale  University  for  an 
inter-library  loan  of  these  books.  It 
would,  of  course,  be  much  more  satis- 
factory if  the  student  came  personally 
to  Yale  Library,  with  a  proper  intro- 
duction; for  there  he  would  receive  the 
best  attention  of  the  curator,  and  have 
access  to  a  large  number  of  materials 
out  of  which  he  would  be  enabled  to 
make  a  better  selection  than  he  could 
at  a  distance. 

If  any  student  of  Japanese  culture, 
having  a  definite  object  of  investigation, 
wishes  to  avail  himself  of  the  oppor- 
tunity afforded  at  Yale  University  Li- 
brary, he  is  invited  to  communicate 
with  either  the  Library  or  with  Profes- 
sor K.  Asakawa,  the  Curator. 
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any  address  by  the  Secretary  of  the  University  on  the  receipt  of  fifty 
cents.  (A  copy  will  be  sent  free  of  charge  to  any  graduate  who 
desires  it.)  Each  School  supplies,  free  of  charge,  its  own  catalogue, 
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
